For though the People do nominate Kings &c. in ele&ive kingdoms, 
or conſent to thern in Hereditary (a5 ours is, and the Crown ought to be 
tranfmicred toour moſt gracions Soveraign from a; long ſeries of his fit 
me-ous an4 royal progenitors) yet t1tir noftination, or conſent is either 
by way of fo:'m or order, to declare an approvement of, or ſubmiſfhon to 
the King as the ſupreme Power of the kingdom : which is derived by di- 
vine inſtitution from God him'elf(tae (ole moſt obſolute eternal Monarch 
and fountain of all lawfull Power) it being no more in the People to give 
Power to Kings, then in their own Power to give t1emſelves being. 

All Power being Ant1oritative originally or radically in God, as the 
ficſt founder, in the King Repreſentative & per modum ſunbjefi, as a fubjet 
capable of the juſt managery of. it : and in the People materially, & per 
modi patientls, in tile nomination of the Perſon {not the conftitution of 
Power) in their chdfile in Eletive kingdoms, and vy t1eir confent do not 
give a Power, bean attribute ofovedience in their due ſubſcription to ir 
In 1ereditary. | *. i 

We have Gods @vric tpn for it per me Regis regnant, by me Kings reign. 
By me Conftitz:ive & efficienter, per modum Authors, as the ſupreme Agent 
and Kin 7s do reign Mniſterialiter per mudum Dei loam tenentium, as Ot 
Vicegerents, their Power being a Ray of Divinity, by whoſe benigne in- 
fluence, mankinde (the flower of the univerſe, watered in ſhowers of 
graces from above, and ftreams of Juſtice below) receiveth its bud'and*» 
perfefticn nnder his propitious condu in a liappy planting anlorderly 
maturing all things in this inferiour world. 

And therefore Kings andall in Authority ace not of the Peoples: but of 
Gods chriſtionizing, and that after his own Name, I ſaid ye are Gods: 
whereupon for his ſake, and by virtue ofhis Commiſſion (as his Deputies) 
tae People are liable to pay a juſt tribute of obedience to taem. 

__ Bit ſuppoſe that Kings and choſe who are in Anthority ſhall (as the 
P:1anaticks of this a3e objeR) negle& tie great end of Government, and 

" improveall opportunities and advantages of their Power and Grandetir 
unto their own perſonal and family inrereſt, eſpecially when: they ſhafl 
wilfully and againſt univeral reaſon and che apparen: dxngeer of the comt- 
mon ſafety, ten ſay they, they derermine their Anthority, and having th 
ſic) exe; quitted their care an4 reſpeAts to the Peoples proteHion, racy 
likewiſe quite tae Peopte from ther Allegeance and4 obedience. 

To thisdammable and Jeſuicical Poſition, I thus reply. Ir is rare tofind 


Kinzs (they and their People being Corcelarives) to have ſo muca T_

for themſelves,-as in bautiſhing the aniverſal Diftates of Reaſon, in 
the common ruine of their kingdoms, theirs and the Peoples being 
one joynt intereſt, and their greateſt concern (next the gloryof 
God) is a mutual oppoſition, of enemies, and a joynt coneurrence in 
vigorous endeavours for the ſupport and promotion of eackrothers 
happine(s. 

But grant that Kings ſhould fo far degenerate as to cancel all ot- 
ligations to God aud nature, in order to Liberty and Propriety of 
their People; it is no more then is clearly deſcribed inthe facred 
Oracles, where Samwel, ſtateth the abſolute Prerogative ofa King, 
1 Sam. Chap.$.ver.2, to the 17. And he ſaid, this ſhall be the manner of the 
King that ſhall reign over you, be will takg your ſons, and appoint them for 
himſelf, for his Charicts, © | 

And let them take their much admired Calvins authentick Para- 
phraſe on the text (out of his care done totruth rather. then Kings). 
in the latter end of the 26 Paragraph, De publica Adminiſtratione : Ac 
ſi dixiſſet Sammel, eo ſe proripiet. licentie Regum libido, quam cobibere ve- 
ftrum non erit,quibus hoc reflabi unum, juſſa excipere, ac dico audientes 
eſſe. To ſuch a height of Tyranny ſhall the will of Kings break forth, 
which to reſtrain 1s not your duty, in you this onely remaineth, to 
hearken to his words,and obey his commands , with which you are 
in _ (ubmiſſion to comply, and not in a rebellious refiſtance to 

iſpute. 

Andto that effe&t is that moſt fignal place of Scripture, Fer.chap. 27. 
ver. 6, and 8. And now have I given all thoſe lands int» the bands of Nebu-= 
chadnezzar the King of Babylon my ſervant, &c. + + | | 
Who this Nebxchadnezzar was 1s ſufficiently known, who had con- 

quered Fernſalemthe holy City, andhad by his abſolute power in- 
vaded other Territories, yet God ſtyleth him Nebxchadnezzar my ſer - 
vant (though a great Tyrant and Uſurper) by virtue of his unqueſti- 
onable Commilſhon, which none but God himflf could take from 
him. And once more be pleaſed to take Calvins Comment wpon the 
recited Text; Videmus quanta obedientia Dominus tetrum: illum:s ferocem- 
gue Tyrannym coli woluerit, non alia ratione nifi quia Regrmm obtinebat; 
"You tee (ſaith he) with what obedience the Lord would: have that 
cruel Tyrant obſerved, upon-no other account, but as he was by 
himſelf inveſted with the. Royal Throne. And - Calvin, furgher 'ur- 
.get1in the ſame Paragsaph, Kodem'-decreto conſtitni etiay nequifimes 
Reges quo Regnum authoritas ſtajnitur ; nunquam- in animum nobis ſeditio= 
ſe ille cogitationes venient, trattandum efſe pro meritis Regem ;, nec equum

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e ut ſubditor ei non pr aftemus , qui viciſſim Regem nobicſe 117 preflat, By 
ne Conte are wicked Kings conſtituted, by which the 
Anthority ofKings in general is enated; and we muft never enter- 
tain within our minds ſuch Rebellious choughes, how that the King 
is to be treated according to his demerits,” neither is it fir we ſhould 
with draw our obedience as ſubje&s, though he doth not expre(s 
his gracious clemency and Moderation as a King. 

Therefore theſe Phanatick objeftions of this latter age fince 1642 
are very unjuſtifiable, that ſervice znd obedience is to be wholly de- 
voted onely tothe juſt commands '6f firpertors;;this is that diſloyal 
principle which hath introduced ſo much Barbariſme and confliſſon 
among us, which hath an il] aſpe& upon our Oeconomicks as well 
asPoliticks,and hath gained an opinion with wives, chifdren and ſer- 
vants, thatno ſervice is to be given by the one to their Maſters, hor 
dut by the other. to their Parents, nor obedience by rhe third to 
their Husbands, if Maſters, Parents; or HusEands do'(as they con- 
ceive)impoſe their ſevere commands upon them, and ifthey at 
any thing contrary to their fancy, they deem they may juſtly in- 
fringe all obligations whatſoever due by Religion, Law and the 
right of Natureto their ſeveral Relations. . 

Bur ſuppoſe -chat "Kings and all' in Authority ſhall negle& the 
greatends of Governmieat, and +mprove al opportunities and ad- 
vanitages to their own perſonal intereſt, to the apparent danger of 
of common ſafety (fay the Phanuticks) they determine their autho- 
rity, and having quitted their care of the Peoples proteRtion taey 
quit the People fronxtheir Allegiance and Obedience. _ 

To this1 anſwery: That Kings thotigh moſt abſolute Tyrants can- 
not bejuftly depoſed by the People; I' cones the en of. all Go- 
vernment is the cemmon good in a dite adminiſtration of Juſtice, to 
che promotion vfwhich all their royal enfeavours, as ſo many lines 
ogtaceronanes) themſelves (as in a point) m the pnblick ſafety

Andalthouyh Kings do'nocperform their duty, in governing ac- 
cording to{.aw, yet their Authority doth not determine, it being 
ſupreme is lyableto give an account onely to God, who onely de- 
termineth both the Power and Perſon. Sent 

And rh the people doby Ele&ion of Conſent confer a trift 
on Kin raors; which is abſolute, yo Governour being

fond, 8nd haying not alwaies Reaſon for ics Condudt , and ſold 
principles for its Baſis, underpretence of ill managery, will fpeak a 
determigatian to the lawfyl pawer of a fupreme Governour, and 
the beſt modelled Government of a Nation. ; 

It is very reaſonableto grant that the people do give 2 very high 
truſt to Kings and thoſe in Authority, which is ſealed to them by 
Scds power, Be ſubjet to every Ordinance of man for the Lords ſaks, 
from whom Kings receive the Patext of their Authority, which ng 
body nader avy gloſs how fair ſoever can cancel, he being in no 
Capacity to forteit that power to man, which he hath immediately 
derived from God alone, I mean the ſword of Juſtice; it being nor 
in the power of the people originally to kill one another without a 
Magiſtrate, they being endued with an equality in nature, and can» 
not exerciſe this ſaveraignty over each other. And it the King 
could forfeithis truſt by notdiſcharging it according. to the inten- 
tion of the Donors, and the Laws' to which he hath obliged him- 
{elf, that the people cannot reſume that truſt, when it hath recei- 
ved the approbation and confirmation of Gods power, which the 
people cannot afſume to themſelves, without the moſt impious ar- 
rogating one of the ſupreme Attributes of God to themſelves. . 

Bur caen it will be replyed that the people are in a ſad condition, 
having no fence tne! the arbitrary power of Kings: to which I 
briefly anſwer, they have for their refuge Tears and Prayers, the 
Arms of the Church in their greateſt. ſtrazxes and perplexities , and 
God, in «hoſe þands the hearts of Kings are to turn them as he plea- 
ſeth. according to his: hdly  wifgom; and for my part, I ſhall ever 
deem it better tolive under the Tyranny of Kings then under the 
Anarchy ofthe people. - -

Now the debate will be, who is ſupreme, the King or the people; 
I confels the people de fado have of late made themſelves fo, but 
hope they have not the boldneſs de jure to think ſo, the Leolarie 
power being ultimately inthe King, by whoſe Royal conſeut the re- 
ſults of the two Houſes (who are called ayd difſolved by his power) 
receive the ſignature of Laws; the houſe of Commons beinys Com- 
miſſioned by him ad inquireddum , and the houſe of Lords ad con- 
ſulendum, and in him their legal head is the ſupreme power ad 4:- 
terminandum de ordine negotiss regni, \t is his right with- the advice of 
Parliaments his great Council to determine what is the ſafety,peace 
and the mm Rights ofthe nation,and not inthe people,who are not a 
head of law, but the body ofthe kingdom to be governed by it. 

And if the People ſhould deem in their private ſenſe (which can- 
not be (o diſcerning and impartial as the publick judgement of 
thoſe that are placed on the hill of government, who ſee much 
more then they that kneel .in the valley. of ſubje&ion) that the 
known fundamental Laws inſtituted by them (who are Gods Mini- 
ſters) arediametrically gppoſite to the juſt intereſt of a nation, yer 
ifthey cannot (it being repugnant to taeir conſcience to give an 
ative obſervance to-thoſe laws.made, as they appretend,againſt the 
ſafety of the people) yet they are. oblieged to: give: a paſſive obedi- 
ence to the Governours (who as they ar@ ordained, 'if good, are to 
give him onely an account of their ations) in an humble ſubmiſſion 
to whatſoever puniſhments ſhall be impoſed-by them. 

And here the payne are readily to write after our bleſſed Saviours 
excellent copy, who ſtbmitted to 'an unjuſt power in the loſs of his 
life,contrary to all taw, rather then difpute his own ordinance; and 
ſo it is better for them in Chriſtian patience to die Martyrs, then by 
an illegal refiſtanceto be rebells. | | 

To that their maxime (being a main foundation upon whith the 
Phanaticks have at firſt built, and till endeayour to ſupport that 
moſt unhandſome ſuperſtrufture of Rebellion, Sacritedge, Perjury, 
and in a word, their violation bl all wayne and divine _ that 
Rex eſt ſingulis major, & univerſis minor, the King 1s greater then any 
fingle perſon, nd lege then the community of the people ; to 


which reply, that the body of the people cannot pretend to be ſu-

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periour or rival with him, except his two Houſes of Parliameut, 
whohaveno beihg, unleſ$they receive birth by his ſummons , cor- 
Jatere de arduis negotiis regni, and ſo they may be juſtly ſtyled his Coun- 
ſellours to advile, ue hay his ſuperiours to command. 

The Legiſlative power (which to vindicate he is armed with the 
Militia of the Nation) being principally ſeated in him, that thoſe 
wholeſome laws which derive their rough draught, and rſt delinea= 
tion of parts from the two Houſes, and afterward their life and ma- 
eurity from the ſignature of his Excellent Majeſties Royal conſent. 

Again, the King may challenge a preeminence over thewhole 
body of the people, in reipe& of his right of dominion over them, 
upon which account he is indued with the more- peculiar image of 
God, which as a King is imprinted in him, aud thereindoth repre- 
Tent the perſon of God in, his ſoveraignty, which: the whole com- 

"munity of the people cannot pretend to, in relation-they are ſub- 
jects, and that notion ſpeaketh an inferiority. 

And though ſubordinate Magiſtrates in a ſort repreſent Gods 
Perſon, yet it is not dire&tly, they immediately repreſenting the 
Kings, as he doth Gods; ſo that the beſt of the people (who are Ma- 
geirate!) or the Kings Vicegerents, as he onely 15 Gads, who is the 

um of all power, and the King is his Ray, and all inferiour Magt- 
ftrates are but ſhadows of that ray of Divinity. 

The Phanatiques inſiſting on the pretended principles of put- 
lick fafery, 'peaceand liberty, have praftiſed licentiouſnels,. war 
and ruine tothe kingdom, and therefore they moſt confidently a'- 
ſert, thatall Laws, Statutes, Ordinances, Covenants,. Engagements, 
Promiſes, Proteſtations, all acknowledgements, Vows, and Gpve- 
nant*, and all manner of obligations and expreſſions hereof are one- 
ly binding unto the publique ſafety, and gee at all (as they will have 
it) to the perſons of the Governours, butWith reference, thereto. 

Pray bepleaſed ſtriftly to perpend theſe damnable Poſitions, an- 
ciently contrived by the Romanifts and lately diſtilled into the fa&i- 
ous ſpirits of this nation, to teach us firft to deſtroy our lawfull Go- 
vernouts by the plaufible pretences of new-modelled principles of 
Common Reaſon, juſtice and equity, have almoſt nulled all Religi- 
on and Government,according to the ancient fundamental common 
and Civil laws, at laſt ro make us a raſa rabula,if not ſomewhat worſe, 
that we might be forced to deem it more rational to have their Re- 
ligion, (a bad one) rather then none at all imprinted in us. 

This plot is much more ſabtile then that of Gun-pomrder Treaſin, 

when 
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on the 'moſt horrid contrivances immaginable, and by 2 blahe- 
mous intpulfe of ſpirit, did adviſe chem eo juſt many extraordiy 
nary ſtcange and very illegal ations, as taking up arms, raiſing and 
forming Armies againft the King, fighting againſt his perſon, im- 
priſoning, impeaching, arraigning, trying and executing. him, 
cutting ofF his head, baniſhing his children, aboliſhing Biſho 
Deans and Chapters, took away Kingly Government and the Houſe 
ofLords, brok the Crowns, ſold the Jewels, Plate, Goods, Houſes 
and Lands belonging tothe Kings of this Nation, erefted extraor»- 
dinary Courts of juſtice, and therein impeached, arraigned, and 
condemned-hjs Majefties moſt loyall ſubje&s, Perſons eminent for 
moral honeſty and great piety,as ſo many notorious enemies to the 
publick Peace of the kingdom, when che laws in being and the or- 
dinary Courts ofjuftice could not reach them : theſe were unknows 
ftrange practiſes in thisnation, and not at all juſtifiable by any 
known Laws and Statutes. 

And now I have been bold to preſent you with a view of the gro(s 
crimes ofthe late times,moſt humbly deſiring the honourable Houſes 
to concurre with the King in the conſtitution of ſich wholeſome 
Laws (as a fanfuary)to defend the nation from the like horrid per- 
petrations for the future, and 80 give an impreſſion andterror to 
others, not to dare to committhe like violations, upon the incur» 
ing of penalties proportioned totheir demerits; 

"Now Foffer to your moſt ſerious conſideration, in your moſt re- 
tired thonghts; how God ont of a continued ſeries of juſtice hath 
pleaſed In taeſe various ſcenes of his Providence to give to divers 
a&ors jn thoſe late fatal tragedies a true ſighe of their great Exrors, 
1nz grievous ſenſe of their high ſufferings. Firſt, a tation of the 
Houe in the beginning of their Seffion conniyed at tumultuary 
commotions, arr. the late Kings moſt ſacred Perfon, in ai 
fayour of that noble Hero the Earl of Strafford, as a means, where 
they could not conquer by ſtrength ofargument,to out»talk with,cla- 
mor of the multitude, pretending to fatisfie their juſt importunitics 
Choſe indeed were arrogant murinies) a 145; th to judge bin 
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whoſe powerfull wiſdom would have: bounded their inſolence) by a 


new Gined word & law of accumwlative treaſon; whea it had ſerved 
their turn, they condemned the law with the perſon, and ug 
more guilty then him, leſt it: ſhould riſe up in Judgement ag 
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them to make them exemplary for their injuſtice. 

Not long after theſe new Jufticiaries were ſecluded the Houſe by 
the minor part of it, by power of the Army, to make them enfble 
how by a force of the tumults they firſt ſentenced Strafford, and at- 
terwards by lifted tymults they themſelves were ejeted by their 
fellow-members,who nor long after having pulled down theHouſe of 
Lords, murdered the Lords Anointed, and baniſhed his royal rela- 
tions, and ruined his loyal ſubje&s, were twice ejefted by Cromwell 
and the Army, to give them a refle&ion of their wicked ations, and 
ſpeak a check to their farther diſloyalty, oppreiſion and ambition, 

And nowatlaft the late Fundo(whoſe being and ba'e contrivances 
had been entombed in their own empty ſculls, had they not been 
hatched by the warmth of a military power) have well requited the 
army their former civilities in calhiering them their commands,and 
vali them their long ſcore of Arrears with a ſhort empty vote of in- 
demnity, which 1 hope will. make chem ſenſible of their groſs mj(- 
demeanours, in the juſt turn of their miſeries. 

And herel caunot but eternally give my thanks to that great God, 


"who after ſo many ſtrange alterations of Governors and govern- 


ments, will make you inſtrumeutal in your fage counſels, to make a. 
perfe& ſettlement in our diftrated State anddiftreſſed Church: 

Andthis putteti me in mind of paying of my moſt humble gra- 
ritude to that moſt exceilent Gen. Monke, who out of a great prin- 
ciple of honor, hath preſerved the-ancient and famous City, (the 
Metropolis of the kingdom) from being made the prey of ſome 
Brutefe ws of the late Funfo, who intended (as Jam informed) had not 
t1ey been prevente by the infinitte mercy and power of God, after 
they had pulld down the Gates, raſed the Walls, and imprifoned 
the moſt confiderable perſons for Religion and loyalty in the Com- 
mon Council, whom they would at laſt have executed at their own 
doores, and then burnt the Charter of the City, and difarmed and 
plundred rhe moſt conſcientious Citizens, if they would not proſti= 
tute the honour of their ſouls in a baſe compliance with them in the 
acknowledgement of the late barbarous Fund to be the ſupreme 
Authority of the Nation. 

My moſt humble deftres unto your Excellency are,that as you have 
been already pleaſed in a handſome af of clemency to open the 
doores to the fecluded members, you will adde a further obligation 
of your juſtice in protefting the two honourable Houſes of Parhia- 
ment from the Airther violence of the Phanatiques, whoby open. 


force: 
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force have diflolvedmany Parliaments, contrary to the known Laws; 
wu which they have rendred the Nation: fiuful to Gcd, ſhameful to 
themſelves, and a ſcorn to the world. 

-Jato your hands it is put by divine providence to. ſtop the rage 
and ambition of the Anapaprtiſts, highly a&ed with -pernicious prin- 
ciples of the ſeſuits, who at this time deſign in ihe diflolution of 
£18 Parliament a-toral ſubverſion of the true Reformed Religion, 
andour ancient aud well-eſtabliſhed civil government,and cunning- 
ly to introduce,under the notion of new lights, the old darkneſs of 

oman Error and ſuperſtition, and under fair pretences of liberty 
and common ſafety in a Free State, to ruine and enſlave us to the 
power offorreign Princes. 

" Theonely way to render yonr ſelves high in the eſteem of the 
world, 15 to. make your ſelves a full Parliament, confiſting of the 
three eſtates ofthe kingdome; an excellent frame and compolitionof 
the three governments, ſo rightly balanced according -to the Anci- 
ent inſticutiou of it in a well- tempered Monarchy in the King, Ari- 
ſtocracie in the Lords, and Democracie in the Commons; each par- 
ticular intereſt complying ſo handſomely in a fair correſpondence 
with each other, the inferzour ſtill ſubſcribing to the ſuperiour in 
a regular ſubordination without animoſity or diſpute. 

So that t1is admirable conſtitution may be juſtly ſtyled Monarchy 
without Tyranny, Ariſtocracie without ambition, and Democracie 
without Anarchy ; every man a freeholder concurring by his repre- 
ſentatives to redreGhis grievances, and to conſtitute tae Laws of 
tae nation, towhich hes in all juſtice cbliged in a due obſervance 
moſt readily to ſubſcrive, when by his power in the adviſe of his de- 
legates they are enacted. 

Andto that end in compleating the Parliament (he being head 
of it) you will give a great honour to your ſelves, un, po tothe 
natjon, and glory to God,in being inſtrumental under him to bring 
in. the King, a moſt glorious perſon,of Majeſtick aſpe&, beautih 
with rare proportious of bod 7pol iſhed in an excellent deportment, 
all ſubſervient tothe more noble operations of his ſoul, commu- 
nicating the choice notions of it in an. elegant purity ofſpeech, his 
ſignificatit expreſſivns in great variety of languages, being ſo many 
different emblemes, that plainly interpret, and clearly comment 
upon the inward charafters of his acute fancy, and profounder 
judgement. | 7: 

And his heroick habits of perſonal valour, juſtice, prudence, mag- 
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nanimity, clemency, meekneſs, humility, temperance, faithfulneſs; * 
conſtancy in his Religion, and above all his moſt eminent charity 1 
forgiving his enemies, ſpeak him moſt illuſtrious, and highlyac- 
compliſhed in moral, intelle&ual, and Theological virtues; fothat 
if hehad no title to the Crown by r1ght of inheritance (in its de- 
ſcent tohim through ſo many Royal anceſtours) yet his incompe- 
_ merits would juſtly challenge your ele&ion of himto be your 
ing. 

But if theſe ingenuous principles will not obliege you to your 
duty, pray be plealed to conſult rhe great nationall advantages. Our 
high born King, being allied to moſt if not to all the Princes of Eu- 
rope, his Royal intereſt will make our peace with them, and give 
the banquerupt kingdom ſuch a repute with forreign Princes and 
Nations, that it will highly advance our decaied trade in tranſport- 
ing our various manufatures, the great imployment and ſupport of 
the meaner ſort of the kingdom. | 

You cannot give your {elves a greater boon, nor the kingdom a 
grerter fatisfa&tion, then to call in the King without higning ſuch 
conditions, whici in effe&t will make him a Duke of V. entice, it 15 not 
conliſtent with the duty: of Subje&s to impoſe ſuch reſtri&tions on 
their Soveraign , which ſhall render null-in him, the facred fun&ion 
of ſupreme Magiftracy, which is not of hnmane inſtitution, and 
therefore it cannot be reſumed with the hands of the people, with- 
out giving an affront to God himſelf the true doner of it, and let 
thoſe look for the full viols of Gods wrath to be powred out upon | 
them, in being given into the hands ofa military power, fcr the ad- 
miniſtration of juſtice, asa due puniſhment for taking away the Mi- 
litia from the true owner, as of lare we havebeentwoſenhible of, in 
impoſing ſuch articles in treating with the late moſt pious King, to 
which in honour and confcience he could not conſent. 

[ hope God will vouchſafe you more gracious tempers, then to 
diſpute the Kings moft indnbitate right, and Regal dignities, with 
which his Royal Aunceſtours have been formerly pofleſfed : do not 
ſtudy to gratifie the pufillanimous fear of thoſe, who tink they 
have ſo highly difoblieged him in their unparalleled ations, that 
they have no ſecurity for their po Ind fortunes, excepthe be 
rendred incapableof deferving them, in the loſs of his power, this 
15 to puniſh him becauſe they have offended, and to keep him from 
doing civil juſtice to tae nation, to prote& their injuſtice from a 
due cen:ure in the old current of the Law. 
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' Donot blaft your own repuration,and thoſe great-hopes the king- 
dom conceiveth of you, in riot giving the King his ancient Rights, 
the Parliament its due priviledges, do not abridge the power of the 
Militia, and deem you do him right, in giving him an empty title, 
without power -to vindicate it, which 15 no more, theuto let him 
wear a fair ſcabbard, and take away his ſword. 

His late gracious Father choſe rather to quit his life, then that 
juſt power of the (word, in which by divire Right, and his own in- 
heritance he was eſltated : now is the time to make latisfaCtion to 
his glorious fon (as his immediate heir) for thoſe matchle(s violati- 
ons which have been offered to his Fatiiers ſacred perſon; do not 
think to expiate the guile of former times, (which long hath laid 
heavy on the nation) in ingaging in the ſame errors, with which 
they were juſtly branded. 

he Militia is that, which ſpeaketh him the chief Magiſtrate, 
which prote&eth his ſacred perſon, and his ſubordinate magiſtrates 
in the exerciſe of juſtice, and in preſling of the (ſevere execution of 
thoſe penal laws upon malefafours, to the due loſs of their lives, 
liberties, and fortunes, to whici (though never fo juſt) they would 
not out ofa partial love tg themſelves ſubmit, unleſs compelled by 
a ſtronger coercive power. 

It is but a vain ſpeculation to ſtyle him ſupreme, and at the ſame 
time inveſt the people with the power ofthe ſword, who may (when 
they pleaſe) diſpute his commands (though never (o lawfull) if they 
hold not a compliance with their detires, having a deſign to abrogate 
or lefſen the juſt rights ofthe Crown, which though never ſo much 
according to the law of Godand man, yet they may eaſily pretend as 
heretofore hath been done in the late Fun&o) that they are tyranni- 
call, and inconſiſtent with tie liberty of the freeborn people of Eny- 
land, in that they give a check to thoſe incendiaries, who under tae 
fair gloſſes of common ſafety, aud liberty, have ſacrificed the King, 
and people, and all ſacred, moral, and national laws and liberties to 
their own baſe tyranny and avarice. 

Though for the preſent,for the breaches of priviledges of Parlia- 
ment, and the unlawful reſiſtance oſKingly power we have been late- 
Iy whipped by the divine hand (inflifting great ſufferings on Jus as a 
due puniſhment for our greater fins) into a thought of i eltoring tae 
ſupreme = to whom. (as Gods Vicegerent) wetruly intend 
to pay a juſt duty of Allegiance. 

et ſucceeding ages being not ſenſible of our ſmarts and ills, my 
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be ſo dandled with the ſame vain phantaſfies, the people (being natu- | 
rally adorers of power and licentiouſne(s) ſhould, being led by their 
forefathers example-(whom they may count honourable to imitate) 
when before prepofſeſſed with their own ambitious defires, may by 
our fault fall into our errors and miſeries, if the King being difar- 
med in the loſs of his Militia, ſhall not be able to defend himlelf and 
his loyal ſubje&s,againſt the inſolence of his rebellious opprefſors. 

Be not pleaſed to entertain your ſelves with the leaſt ſuſpicion, 
that the King will not weild the (word of juſtice (in the moſt pru- 
dent and pious Manigery of his government over us) with the grea- 
teſt moderation and integrity imaginable: be pleaſed ferioully to 
confider in his low ebbe of condition, being expoſed to the charity 
of forreigners, how-abnoxious he was rendered toa ſea of tempta- 
tions, when he was hjghly imktarqued among them, courting him 
with a powerfull afſiftance in order tothe reftauration of his Royall 
dignities, if he would innovate his Religion,choofing rather to dure 
the worſt of fortune then by a forreign invaſion to gain a Crown in 
the forfeiture ofhis honour, conſcience and religicn. 

What can be more pleaſing to God, and advantageous to the na- 
tion, then honourably to poſſes the King with his own, without 
ugly obligations, which will reaſonably induce him (he being fo 
mnich a friend to himſelf, to improve his-ntmoſt endeavours to free 
himſelf from thoſe bonds, which thall be unjuſtly impoſed upon 
him, and this will createſucha perpetual jealoufie between him and 
= people, that it muſt neceſſarily ſpeak them both mutually un- 

arPY- | 

But the great Remora and obſtru&ion of the Kings Royal and free 
inauguration in order to civils, 1s .tae oppoſition of thoſe, who 
have poſlefſed themſelves of the Crown, Bilho :, Dean and Chapter 
Lands and Revenues, in anſwer to which the King out of his gract- 
ous condeſcenſion to a firm peace, wiil vouchſate not to be his own 
carver, wholly refering himſelf to the Honourable Houſes, who will 
aſſuredly treat them with all theJaſtice and equity imaginable. 

And for his own part, let them read for their _ ſatisfaction 
his Jate Declaration, wherein he promiſeth they ſhall have his lands 
and the Churches till they are reimburſed of the money, principal 
and intereſt, which they have paid for them, and-they are wang 7» 
ng to reſtore them to the true owners, tie Church and 

rown. 


In order to Eccleſiaſticks,the onely way to make up the fad ur 
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/"-* of the Olinrch in point of dotrineand diſcipline, is to reſtore the 
--* ancient and Reverend Fathers of it, inſtituted by the holy Apoſtles 
(as conſervatours of it) againſt herefie and ſchiſme ; and our gracis 
ous Soveraign when he ſhall be intruſted with the government, out 
of his Princely careand Royal inclinations will preſerve the unity of 
of the Church, that nothing ſhall be impoſed on truly conſcienci- 
ous perſons contrary to their different judgements, profeſling the 
ſame fiindamentals of Qrthodox Chriſtian Religion, and differing 
onely in circumſtancials, conditionally they deport themſelves with 
humility not intrencking on the publick in giving adiſturbanceto 
the unity of the Church and-peace of the nation. 

Nothing can grve me a greater truth and admiration, then by fad 
experience to ſee England,moſt eminent heretofore for Religion and 
Loyalty, ſhould in this preſent age ſo far degenerate from the prin- 
ciples of our Church, and the ancient honour of the nation, who 
have had {q high a duty for their native Prince that they had rather 
quit thier lives, then their ſen'e of Allegiance. 

Wherefore my moſt hamble requeſt to the two honourable Houſes 
our faithful Truſtees is, that they would be pleaſed to repair the 
honour of the nation (fo loſt abroad that no traveller dareth own 
himſelfan Engliſh man, being in danger of being ſacrificed, except 
he recant the publick errors of the nation) in the moſt honourable re- 
ception of the King, moſtIlluftrious in vertue and Religion, Accor- 
ding to his -_ Rights by law, and vindicate the ancient privi- 
ledges of Parliament, and the due liberty and propriety ofthe ſub- 
_—_ which will ſpeak glory to God, and honour to your ſelves and 
tae Nation.
